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The Legend of Old Ben Butler 


Today, the cannon on the quad sits in solitary. It is rarely appreciated by passers-by, and unequivocab/y ignored 
by many students during their entire four years here. But an aura of dignity seems to surround it at the same time. 
For, it is a cannon, and it cannot be denied that an old cannon holds within its iron walls secrets of the past — 
mysterious and romantic stories of Civil Wars, dying men and patriotism — tales that seem ready to burst from its 
silent mouth, as cannon balls undoubtedly did in the old days. 

The URI cannon, nicknamed ‘ Old Ben Butler, ’ may symbolize past battles in the War Between the States, yet, 
it is known and has been recorded as fact to have participated in an even more symbolic battle — the battle for the 
University of Rhode Island. 

The Rhode Island Agricultural School was officially opened in 1889, with a grand total of one classroom 
building, the Taft Laboratory, along with a faculty of five. 

Previously, Brown University had been carrying on a rather small and meager program of agriculture and 
mechanic arts. But it was situated in urban Providence and the program lagged. 

A few years later, however, the battle began. In 1892, the Second Morrill Act was passed, creating more funds 
for a state university. A year-long controversy was begun over who would receive the funds - — Brown University, 
or the Rhode Island State Agricultural College. 

Miraculously, the public’s attitudes completely supported R.I.S.A.C. In hearings, meetings, and newspapers, 
the idea of a ‘people’s college’ rather than a college for the aristocracy was stressed, and became the basic source 
of long-standing opposition to Brown’s continued use of funds from the Morrill Act. More and more, people were 
behind the growth of the small agricultural school, particularly the residents of South County. Finally, their 
stubbornness prevailed, and funds were transferred, and the name of the school was changed to the Rhode Island 
College of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts. 

The college was born. A symbolic gesture by the students, exuberant over winning the first big battle, and 
knowing it would be all uphill from there, marked its birth. A torchlight procession from the center of Kingston to 
the center of the school, the quad, was formed, and ended with speeches and bell-ringing. A flag was run up, and 
the occasion was saluted when the excited students shot off 25 rounds from the cannon. On the last round, 
however, too much gunpowder burst a huge hole in the side of it. To the relief of the nearby residentsfthe explosion 
quieted the students, and they all went home to bed. 

So there stands Old Ben Butler, forgotten veteran of a prestigious battle. He doesn’t go completely unnoticed, 
though. It is known that lovers have left notes to each other in his gaping wound. Yet the damage in its side seems 
like it’s been there for ages, and the cannon itself seems as if it has been growing out of the ground for as long as 
the grass surrounding it. Nevertheless, the dignity is there, and if someone would just stop, look and appreciate it, 
they’d sense that feeling of history still very much alive within the stone gates of URI.

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Most people on this campus have been misled in their ideas about the International House. Contrary to popular belief, the 
House is not merely for foreign students. In fact, what is important is that most of us don’t realize that we are all truly foreigners, 
whether we are American, Asian, African or European. 

The I.H. of URI was established four years ago. The battle for its acquisition was carried on by a dedicated group of students 
who had previously been members of the All Nations Club. From what I understand, it was quite a fight with the Administration, 
and, at the time, students were willing to risk their very presence in the school for what they believed was right. 

The purpose of the House is to provide a common meeting place for all members of the university community, along with the 
objectives of fostering the academic, cultural and social aspects of university life. 

Presently, there are about 220 students from 54 different countries here at URI. The majority of them come from Taiwan, 
India, Iran, Hong- Kong and Nigeria. However, others hail from the distant shores and lands of Europe, South America, Africa 
and Asia. In addition, there is substantial number of foreign faculty here. 

Today, the I.H. is not just a building on the corner of Alumni Ave. and Plains Road. It has become one of the most popular 
organizations on campus. It boasts a sizable number of Americans who have recently become members. Some of the year’s 
projects include the International Week, orientation for new international students, dances, picnics, dinners and a week-long trip 
to the United Nations. 

It is not merely a social club. We as members are involved in policies that will affect students in general. All activities are 
planned by our own board of governors, which is composed of 11 students selected by the student body in December. Any URI 
student, American or foreign, can run for office. This year, for the first time, an American student was elected as president of the 
organization. 

Slowly but surely, we at International House have 
seen a realization on the part of the rest of the campus 
community that ours is a dynamic and far-from-defunct 
organization. Most important, before anything else, the 
I.H. is people — people who are willing to share 
unselfishly a little of themselves with others.

The following week URI met Brown at Providence, and 
after trailing by 12-0 for three periods, the Rams exploded 
for 20 points in a 9 -minute span to take the lead 21 - 29.3 
less than a minute remaining. With 12 seconds leffbh t. 
clock. Brown turned a daydream into a nightmare scoring 
on an 80-yard bomb and pushing over a two point 
conversion to tie the Rams 20-20. 

Things continued to go sour for URI a week later as they 
came home to drop a 20-7 decision to Maine in a game the 
Rams were never really into, bringing their season mark to 
1 - 1 - 1 . 


URI got back on the winning track the following 
Saturday against Vermont with a come-from-behind effort 
over UVM at Burlington. Rhode Island, behind 7-0 
throughout the contest, put two late touchdowns and a two 
point conversion across the goal line and snuck away from 
Burlington with a 15-14 win for the Rams' first conference 
victory in two years and the beginning of a four game 
winning streak. 


Football 


In a year which produced more highlights than Rhody 
athletics had seen in decades, from the hiring of Jack Kraft 
to the Mackal Forum controversy, football in 1973 stands 
out as the “ highlight of highlights. ” It was a rags to riches 
episode that saw the Ram gridders complete their first 
winning season at Kingston in 7 years with a down-to-the- 
wire race for the Yankee Conference title on the final day 
of the season. 

Rhode Island, without a conference victory the previous 
year, came within a point of winning the title, but had to 
settle for second place by virtue of a 7-7 tie with 
Connecticut before 12,092 fans, the largest crowd ever at 
Meade Field. 

Enough? Not quite. A week after their title game the 
Rams, accompanied by a party of over 300 students, alumni 
and faculty flew to Frankfurt, Germany, where URI beat 
the US Air Force All-Stars 34-6 on Thanksgiving Day 
becoming the first collegiate football team ever to play on 
European soil. 

The Rams opened their 1973 season with a 35-7 
trouncing of Northeastern at Boston College which was

The Rams carried their 2-1 -1 record to A mherst as 
decided underdogs to a strong UMass squad and what 
followed turned out to hejbne of the most exciting grid 
contests in New England in 1973. Tied at 14 points apiece 
at halftime, the Rams exploded for three TD’s in the third 
quarter and led 34-14 midway through the period. A record 
seven interceptions by the Ram secondary gave the URI 
offense opportunities galore. UMass struck back for three 
straight scores of their own and took the lead back 35-34 
with less than two minutes remaining. 59 seconds showed 
on the clock when the Rams were faced with a fourth down 
situation with 15 yards to go. Rhody decided to go for broke 
and Molly McGee bolted through a gaping hole on a delay 
and went 31 yards unmolested to the end zone to give 
Rhody a 41-35 upset before 14,500 dejected UMass fans. 

Though the Rams didn’t dominate in their return home a 
week later, they had little trouble handling Boston 
University in a 14-9 ho-hum affair at Meade Field for 
URI’s third straight win, upping their season slate to 4-1-1. 

In a conference survival showdown that produced even 
odds with the bookie before game time, URI treated a 
homecoming crowd of almost 10,000 to a 40-16 whomping 
of the Wildcats to run their winning string to four straight 
and a 5-1-1 season mark. 

URI bit the dust the following week against a powerful 
Temple team (third ranked in the East) in Philadelphia as 
the Rams were outsized, overpowered and outscored to the 
tune of 43-0. 

The season boiled down to one contest, a conference

SOME HIGHLIGHTS 

The overall 5-2-2 record is the best since 
1967 and is only the second season in the last 
18 for a winning campaign. 

The team is the second highest scoring 
eleven in Rhode Island football history (179 
points). 

The team played the historic Thanksgiving 
Day game against the Air Force in Frankfurt, 
Germany, winning 34-6 and becoming the 
first collegiate football team ever to play on 
European soil. 

Tailback Sylvester “Molly” McGee set an 
all time season’s mark for carries (172), 
breaking Pat Abbruzzi’s record of 1 70 set in 
1953. 

Punter Dan Callahan set an all time 
season’s mark for punting average (40.3) and 
led the Yankee Conference in that category as 
well. 

Quarterback Steve Crone became the first 
sophomore in history to throw nine touchdown 
passes in a season. 


championship tilt with UConn. The Huskies came to 
Kingston at 5-0 and the Rams (4-1) needed a victory to 
claim a share of the title. The largest crowd for any event in 
URI history turned out 12,000 strong to jam Meade Field 
on a cold November 1 7. 

The tension lasted until the final gun which sounded with 
both teams deadlocked at 7-7 and URI was forced to settle 
for a second place finish with a 4-1-1 and 5-2-2 overall.

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“ As a coach, I have to be very pleased with the way the game 
of basketball was played over our 25 games this year. The final 
record of 11-14 is incidental as to how the club performed. ” 

That’s the way URI coach Jack Kraft summed up his first 
season at Kingston after 12 highly successful campaigns at 
Villanova in which 11 of his teams went to post-season 
tournaments. 

“ We did things that are absolutely necessary for a good team, 
making mistakes, naturally, but this comes through inexperience 
and perhaps a bit more talent on the part of the individual, ” 

Kraft concluded. 

“But we did play some good defense which is ultra-important, 
and we did play as a team, practicing our fundamentals. This is 
no more than a coach can ask of a team in his first year at the 
helm. ” 

The Rams did indeed have a “good” season when one 
compares it to the 1972-73 campaign when the team finished 
with a 7-18 record (the worst in the history of URI) and were 
fifth in the Yankee Conference with a 5-6 mark. This year’s club 
had a 6-5 conference slate, good for fourth place. 

Kraft’s first team at Kingston will not go into the record books 
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as a high-scoring aggregation, averaging only 66.5 points a 
game, but it is the best defensive team in the past quarter century 
at URI. Rhode Island’s 1950-51 squad, coached by Robert 
“Red” Haire limited its opponents to 1864 points in 28 contests, 
an average of 66.6 points a game. This year’s edition of the Rams 
held its opponents to 68.1 points a game in 25 contests. 

Offensively, Rhode Island was led by junior forward Randy 
Hughes with 333 points and a 13.3 ppg average. Hughes topped 
the team in rebounding with 204 for an 8.2 average. Overall, 
Hughes led the club in eight statistical categories, including most 
field goals (141), field goal percentage (49%), free throws 
attempted (77), and personal fouls (79). 

Senior co-captain Joe Charles led the Rams in three other 
areas: field goals attempted (320), assists (104) and turnovers 
(95). Charles was second to Hughes in scoring with 298 points 
for an 11.9 ppg average. Junior guard Nelson Lopes of East 


Providence, R.I., headed the team in free throw shooting with a 
79% mark. 

Charles and Hughes shared the year’s top individual scoring 
efforts of 24 points in a single game with Charles getting his 
against St. John’s and Hughes against Murray State. Hughes 
also had the best individual rebounding effort against UConn 
when he grabbed 19. 

Season highlight victories included the triple-overtime 80-70 
upset of Connecticut at Kingston; the 68-66 triumph over Los 
Angeles State in the Oral Roberts Classic; two wins at the 
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Providence Civic Center over Seattle (56-53) and Marshall (83- 
63); a 71-62 victory at Kingston over South Florida, and the 
season’s top offensive effort, a 91-70 win over Holy Cross at 
Keaney Gymnasium. 

Also to be pointed out were superlative efforts in losing causes 
against Boston College (80-85), Providence College at the Civic 
Center (73-76) and Temple at the Palestra (52-56). 

The team lost only Charles and fellow co-captain Steve 
Dolecki to graduation. Four of the five starters return along with 
what appears to be one of the most solid groups of freshman 
recruits in the nation with Jack Kraft’s signing of 6-4 Stanley 
Wright of New York City, 6-9 Victor Soares of East Providence, 
6-0 Jimmy Williamson of nationally top-ranked Wilbur Cross 
High School in Connecticut, 6-9 Randy Wilds of Miami, Florida 
and 5-10 R.I. All-Stater Bill Perry of Central. 

Sub-varsity coach Harvey Kohn’s team finished with a 4-14 
record for the season with notable victories over P. C. ’s subvarsity 
(78-71) and Rhode Island Junior College (82-58). The Ramlets 
were led in scoring by 6-3 forward Donald Duarte from 
Johnston, R.I. The former Tolman High standout scored 212 
points in 18 games for an 11.7 ppg average.

upsets over Cleveland State 
and Navy posted a 10-5 
record. 
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Jim Urquart, a two-time New 
England and Yankee 
Conference champion finished 
his career at UR1 with a record 
of 43-4-1, the best posted by a 
Ram wrestler. 

Scott Pucino, returns this 
year as a good bet to break that 
record. 

Rhode Island will miss the 
services of graduating Joe 
Savino whose 39-6-2 record 
helped him to 2 Yankee 
Conference titles. 

The Rams' young head coach 
A lan Nero was named New 
England’s Coach of the Year for 
the second straight season. 

Several crowds in excess of 
1,000 at Keaney Gym suggest 
that Wrestling isn’t just an 
“ upstart’s ” success and the 
Ram matmen appear on the 
verge of national prominence.

URI Baseball 


In a thrilling late-season comeback, the URI baseball team won its last five 
league games, including two doubleheader sweeps, and captured the 1974 Yankee 
Conference championship. The Rams hadn’t won the conference title since 1949, the 
first year of the league’s competition. . 

Led by righthander Ed Zabiliski’s 1 1 -inning, 7 -0 no-hitter over New Hampshire 
to gain a tie for the title, the Rams went on to take the nightcap of the season-ending 
doubleheader at Durham, 7-6 in ten innings to win the title with a 6-2 conference 
record. URI finished the campaign with an overall 8-9 slate, its best in four years. 

Highlights of the season in addition to Zabiliski’s ho-hitter over New Hampshire, 
included his 3-0 shutout over Holy Cross and a 2-1 win over UConn, breaking a 19- 
game losing streak to the Huskies over the past eight years, and a twinbill sweep 
over UMass, the first time URI had defeated the minutemen in three seasons.

The enormous amount of work that 
went into it was evident when the play was finally born. The costumes and scenery were realistic and artistic. And, in particular, Bill Murphy 
as Romeo and Deborah Cafolla as Juliet represented well the talent in the URI theater department. Tickets were sold out in record time, and 
the demand was so great that a few additional productions were attached onto the original schedule. Each audience seemed impressed, and it 
was almost universally agreed upon that director Judy Swift and all her proteges did a fine job. Indeed, 1973-74 seems to have been a very 
successful year for almost all URI artists.
